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To the Citizens of the Town of Hooksett: 


The Selectmen of the Town of Hooksett in accord- 
ance with a policy adopted by the 1952 board, herewith 
report to the citizens and taxpayers of the town. We 
humbly submit this written report with two thoughts 
in mind (1) that the contents of this report will give 
each and every one an easily understandable account 
of the administration of the town’s affairs in the past 
year, and (2) that it may serve as a guide and signpost 
of what may be expected in the ensuing year of 1954. 


The year 1953 marked a continued steady increase 
in population, new homes, new enterprises and the 
expansion of established enterprises within the town. 
More and expanded services were demanded and had 
to be provided, hence an increased budget leading to 
a higher tax levy. There were slight increases in the 
administrative and town maintenance budgets and a 
rather sharp increase in the school budget. This in- 
crease was partially offset by new taxable property at 
the evaluation of $120,000.00 The tax rate was finally 
set at $57.60 per thousand, an increase of $2.10 over 
the 1952 rate. It is also interesting to note at this time 
that Veterans’ Exemptions increased from $229,000.00 
in 1952 to $250,000.00 in 1953, a difference of $21,000.00. 


Every article of the 1953 town warrant voted upon 
in the affirmative has been implemented in the course 
of the year. The selectmen would call to your atten- 
tion the fine fire-proof vault that has been erected on 
the southeast side of the town hall. It will no longer 
be necessary to fear for the safety of valuable town 
records. The construction of this vault was under the 
supervision of Mr. Roland Levesque of South Hooksett 
and the cost of the same was well within the amount 
provided. We believe that this is a job well done. 


The excellent Town Road Planning Board created 
by a vote of the 1952 town meeting, saw its first recom- 
mendations acted upon in 1953. The Misery Hill sec- 


tion of road was reconstructed, drained and surfaced 
in the past year at a cost of approximately $5,000.00. 
In the opinion of the Road Planning Board, the Road 
Agent and the Board of Selectmen this initial cost will 
be saved in maintenance cost alone in the course of 
Six or eight years. The Town of Hooksett is indeed 
fortunate to have within its confines this public spirited 
group of men. 

Our Highway Department under the supervision 
of George A. Cook has functioned with satisfactory re- 
sults in 19538. In accordance with article 16 of the 1953 
warrant, a new dump truck was procured for the town, 
the old truck making up a part of the purchase price. 
The new truck is of heavier construction and should 
serve our expanding needs in a commendable manner. 
State Aid funds were used in large part to reconstruct 
and resurface Benton Road. Many new homes have 
been built in this section of our town in the past few 
years, they are now served by a first class street. 
Tarvia was applied to existing surfaced streets and 
roads to the extent that the budget would allow. Snow 
removal was handled in the same manner as outlined 
in the 1952 report and with excellent results. We would 
like to mention the fact that the last payment in the 
amount of $2,500.00 was made on the town grader in 
1953. 

In closing this report the selectmen fully realize 
that there are many aspects of our town administration 
that we have not discussed herein, that would be im- 
possible in a report of this size, instead thereof we 
have tried to cover most of the high spots. If any 
citizen of the Town of Hooksett cares to discuss any 
problem pertaining to the Town or its administration, 
the Board of Selectmen are at your service at any time. 
The selectmen meet regularly twice a month on the 
first and third Mondays at the town hall in the village 
and at Lincoln Park School in South Hooksett in the 
above named order, the time is 7 P. M. : | 


Tuesday March 9th, 1954 is Town Meeting Day. 
It is your right and privilege at that time to express 
your opinion on any phase of your town government 
— please exercise it.

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REPORT OF ROAD PLANNING BOARD 


In October, 1953 the Selectmen of Hooksett ap- 
pointed the Road Planning Board which consists of 
the following members: John Riddle, Lorenzo Perry, 
Everett Allen, George W. Browning, Sr., and Rutger 
Brook. 

The first meeting with the Selectmen was held in 
November. We made a survey of the town and after 
several meetings, we wish to make the following sug- 
gestions to the people of Hooksett: 


Hooksett Village 


We recommend that an engineering survey be made 
of Hunt’s Hill (Highland Street, Granite Street, Cross 
Street and Oak Street) in order to figure a price to 
rebuild these streets and to put in proper storm drains. 
This survey is needed because of the high content of 
clay under these streets and the tremendous amount 
of surface water that flows off this hill. 

We recommend that a new retaining wall be built 
on the corner of Granite and Merrimack Streets, to run 
parallel with the original wall, approximately seventy- 
five (75) feet long. This new wall to reinforce the 
original wall, at a cost of approximately two thousand 
($2,000.00) dollars. 

Bow River Road — Recommend closing of this road 
from home of H. Jameson to Bow Line; the reason for 
this is the encroachment of river into edges of road 
for a stretch of nearly one mile. The cost of either 
relocating or filling in the washouts is too great, as 
there are no houses in Hooksett on this road between 
H. Jameson’s and the Bow Line. 


Hackett Hill 


Sand Hill should be widened and edges tarred, but 
as the new State Toll Road will go into Sand Hill, the 
town should wait, the new highway will probably take 
care of part of this. 
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We recommend that the west entrance to F. Cate’s 
Jane should be repaired and tarred. 


Belisle Hill — Survey for proper drainage to keep 
water out of road so that road may be maintained 
properly. 


We recommend that the snow plow continue to 3A 
on Hackett Hill Road (tar road). 


Arah Street 


We recommend that this be resurfaced. 


North River Road 


A bad turn on North River Road near the home of 
Everett Allen. Lane should be acquired and the turn 
widened to eliminate hazzard. 


Lincoln Park 


Elmer Avenue, Alice Avenue, Coaker Avenue and 
Francis Avenue should be widened and resurfaced. 


Farmer Road 
Proposed T. R. A. be used on this. 


Goffstown Road 
Proposed T. R. A. be used on this. 


Morrill Road 


We recommend that an engineering survey be made 
on this road, especially to take care of the heavy flow 
of water. 


Misery Hill Road 


Rock in center of road, near foot of the hill, should 
be removed. 
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Jacob Avenue 


Rock in center of road, near home of Stanley Magd- 
ziarz, should be removed. 

We recommend use of town grader to push accumul- 
ated dirt back from edges of tar roads all over town 
to help water out of roads, and stop encroachment of 
grass and other vegetation into roads. 

The Road Committee suggests that the sum of $2,- 
200.00 be set aside each year to be used exclusively to 
resurface tarred roads throughout the Town. The sum 
of $2,500.00 has been used to pay for the Grader; the 
last payment on this was made in 1953, thus no addi- 
tional burden would be put upon the Town. 

We recommend that the Town increase the appro- 
priation for new Town Road Construction from $1,000.- 
00 to $2,500.00 and that this money be used to start 
this long range building program; and to increase 
survey money from $250.00 to $500.00. 


Road Planning Board 
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REPORT OF ROAD AGENT 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and Citizens: 


I herewith submit for your approval my twenty-first 
annual report as Road Agent for the year ending De- 
cember 31, 1953. 


The collecting of the garbage has increased during 
the year by new homes and business places, also the 
closing of the Candia Road dump increased the travel 
of the truck for each load picked up south of Martin’s 
Corner. We are picking up the rubbish from 520 
families and 42 business places at the end of this year, 
at an average weekly cost of $.09 per family and $.15 
per business place. 


The heavy rains during the spring and fall caused 
the failure of 14 stone box culverts which have been 
replaced with concrete pipe. We used 436 feet for this 
purpose. At the present time we have on Class V roads 
176 concrete pipe culverts, 13 metal culverts, 49 stone 
' box culverts, 69 manholes. On the Class IV roads, 
turned back to the Town by the State, in the Village, 
we have 8 culverts and 20 manholes making a total of 
246 culverts and 89 manholes to be maintained by the 
Town. 


To surface treat with asphalt our hard surfaced 
roads once in 3 years would require 12,000 gallons of 
asphalt each year, which would do 1/3 of our mileage 
each year.

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People Play a Vital Part in Our Forest Fire Problems 


A review of the 1953 fire season proves the vital part 
people play in the never ending battle to prevent forest 
fires. 


In this fire district there were 133 fires in 26 of the 
district’s 30 towns; 409 acres were burned over and it 
cost $9,499.97 to extinguish them. This figure was 
reduced somewhat through payment of fire costs by 
persons responsible for illegal fires, fires which escaped 
from control and fires caused by their carelessness. 
Costs were abnormally high this year due to protracted 
periods of dry weather which increased the difficulty 
of extinguishing fires. 


Eighty-eight percent of the 133 fires were man- 
caused and could have been prevented. They tell a 
story which needs to be carefully studied. Some people 
were careless in disposing of smoking material and 
camp fires; others burned without the required warden 
permit - disregarding weather, forest conditions and 
the normal safeguards recognized by the warden in 
issuing permits. Other fires resulted from children 
playing with matches, carelessly handled fireworks, 
faulty railroad and truck equipment, etc. 


These fires cost a lot to extinquish, most of which 
could have been avoided - this affects taxes; local busi- 
ness was interrupted by men leaving their jobs to 
extinguish the fires; trees that might otherwise have 
built houses, repaired bridges and supplied raw mate- 
rials for local industries were destroyed; seedling 
growth - the future timber crop was wiped out. 


This picture can, however, be reversed if people who 
offend could be impressed with the importance of ob- 
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serving the simple but essential common sense safe- 
guards that will prevent forest fires. They are: 


1. Care in disposing of lighted cigars, cigarettes and 
matches in and near woodlands. 


A) 


. Care in selecting camp fire sites and completely 
extinguishing them. 


3. Consultation with the local forest fire warden 
before burning to secure the required permit. 


People play a vital part in our forest fire problem.

REPORT OF WATER COMMISSIONERS 


The past year has been the Precinct’s most success- 
ful one to date. The addition of six new services brings 
the total number of customers served by the precinct 
to 182, which is in excess of the number anticipated 
when the system was installed. 


Financially the Precinct is in good condition. In 
accordance with a vote passed at the last Precinct 
meeting, the sum of $5,000.00 was borrowed to com- 
plete payments of the remaining outstanding obliga- 
tions incurred in the construction of the system and to 
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refinance the purchase of the Arel System. This action 
has enabled the Precinct to reduce its annual budget 
for coming year over the budgets of the past two years 
and has also made possible a small reduction in the 
amount to be raised by Precinct Tax. 


It will be noted that this year’s budget includes a 
reserve for purchase of land. The purpose of this fund 
is to accumulate sufficient funds to start the acquisi- 
tion of the land around Pinnacle Pond. This action has 
been recommended by the State Board of Health and 
will give much greater protection to the Precincts 
source of supply.

N. H., qualified to vote in district affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in 
said district on the 6th day of March, 1954, at 2:30 
o’clock in the afternoon, to act upon the foffowing 
subjects: 


1. To choose a Moderator for the coming year. 
2. To choose a Clerk for the ensuing year. 


3. To choose a Member of the School Board for 
the ensuing three years. 


4. To choose a Treasurer for the ensuing year. 


o. To determine and appoint the salaries of the 
School Board and Truant Officer, and fix the com- 
pensation of any other officers or agent of the district. 


6. To hear the report of Agents, Auditors, Com- 
mittees, or Officers chosen, and pass any vote relating 
thereto. 


7. To choose Agents, Auditors and Committees 
in relation to any subject embraced in this warrant. 


8. To see what sum of money the district will raise 
and appropriate for the support of schools, for the sala- 
ries of school district officials and agents, and for the 
payment of statutory obligations of the district, and to 
authorize the application against said appropriation 
of such sums as are estimated to be received from the 
state foundation aid fund together with other income; 
the school board to certify to the selectmen the balance 
between the estimated revenue and the appropriation, 
which balance is to be raised by taxes by the town.

OF SCHOOLS OF HOOKSETT. N. H. 


February 1, 1954 
To the School Board of Hooksett: 


May I present my seventh annual report of the schools 
of Hooksett and at the same time take the opportunity 
to thank the members of the Board for their generous 
help and understanding in our attempt to solve the 
problems of the schools. 


Five new teachers entered the Hooksett system in 
September, four of them replacements and the fifth an 
additional one because of the size of the grades. There 
were also three changes in school teaching assignments.

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For the past few years there has been considerable 
data presented and discussed in special committees 
and at special meetings as well as regular school board 
meetings concerning the advisability of increasing the 
floor space for classroom use. Every year it has been 
suggested that the children of the town be shifted from 
one school to another. For the past four years new 
rooms have been finished off at the Village School to 
meet the ever increasing growth of enrollments until 
nearly all available space including the playroom in the 
basement has been used. There is space for another 
room in that building, however, which will have to be 
completed since grades seven and eight must be divided 
next year and another teacher added. 


The Board attempted to solve the problem of re- 
arranging the children by introducing data to buy our 
own busses, but this was very strongly turned down 
even in the face of actual data showing where real 
money could be saved in the process. Nevertheless, 
the Board still believed that by re-arranging children 
some solution could be resolved at least for this year. 
The Board then proceeded to make boundary lines and 
divide the town so that each school building would 
have its fair share of pupils. When this had been 
accomplished, Lincoln Park had 107 pupils, Martin’s 
108. and the Village school 168, but at a cost of $7,900, 
nearly $3,000 more than a year ago. This move, how- 
ever, relieved the tension very slightly at Martin’s for 
this year because eleven Hooksett pupils attending the 
Candia Moore School at $180 per pupil were transported 
from Rose Corner. This procedure made very little 
change at the Village School and practically none at 
Lincoln Park since the enrollment there has jumped 
about 20 children. With this increase enrollment a 
new problem developed — inadequate toilet facilities, 
which must be solved immediately. 

At the District Meeting last March and after a brief 
survey of the town, the State Department of Education 
recommended in substance that Lincoln Park and 
Martin’s Corner be used as neighborhood schools of 
three teachers each for Grades 1-6. It was also recom- 
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mended that the Village School be the nucleus of a 
larger school, housing grades 1 - 8, the seventh and 
eighth grade children in the District to be transported 
to this building. 


Since this study and recommendation did not meet 
the approval of the citizens in the South Hooksett and 
Martin’s Ferry areas, and since in voting to raise money 
two-thirds of the voters present and voting must concur 
in such a venture according to the law, nothing was 
accomplished and thus another room was finished off 
in the basement of the Village School. 


There is no question but that the town of Hooksett 
is increasing in population; there is no question but 
that this means an increase in school population; every 
year an emergency exists and about $2,000.00 is used to 
make and furnish a new room in the Village School. 
There is room for just one more room in that building, 
believe it or not. 


For five or more years the citizens of the town have 
been looking for a solution. There have been many 
proposed regardless of individual criticism, but no com- 
promise has been made because no one wants to give 
up his idea, which, to him, seems the best one. 

Again, the committee is placing before the meeting 
in March a solution which seems to be the best at this 
time and, with what data we have for the future devel- 
opment of the town, hopes that a decision can be made. 


In the meantime in all three biuldings repairs have 
been made to protect and improve the property. It 
should be stated here that the parents and friends of 
the school living in the Martin’s Corner area have made 
some excellent improvements to walks and steps at this 
building. Surely everyone is grateful in view, espe- 
cially, of the increased costs to repairs and improve- 
ments. 

Each year furniture replacements are necessary in 
all the schools since the older furniture has become 
useless and, in some instances, hazardous. This pro- 
cedure will be carried out as usual. The Martin’s 
Corner school is very much in need of more lunch facil- 
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ities even at the present time and without increased 
enrollments. The basements or areas housing the 
boilers in both Martin’s and the Village need careful 
attention, not only for safety, but also for economy. 
The halls at Martin’s and rooms here and there in all 
three buildings need redecorating. This means paint- 
ing as well as the installation of modern lighting. Pro- 
bably one of the most important requirements, and this 
has been spoken of before in this report, is the addition 
of more toilets at both Lincoln Park and Martin’s. This 
is a must if we are to meet health needs. With conti- 
nuing growth in enrollment these school buildings are 
crowded and the present facilities are very inadequate. 


For some time now the citizens of the town have 
been informed about the continued increase of children 
in the schools. Minor extensions and inside additions 
have been made as temporary measures. We have just 
about reached the end of the housing facilities and a 
move must be made immediately for a solution of a 
lasting nature. It is the hope of all concerned that we 
make this move in the right direction at the school 
meeting next month. Please try to solve it at that 
time. 

Thanks, again, for your help in trying to solve the 
problems of the schools during this past year. It is 
gratifying to know that your understanding of the 
present school situation is one of the most important 
problems of the town as well as of the state and nation.
